The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Sanitary ' Inspector  are 
the  only  Public  Health  Officials,  both  are  part-time.

The  services  are  free,  and  the  Bacter- 
iologists are  available  for  consultation  on  questions  affecting

Babies  as  they  come  of  age,  are 
iiiimunisod  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  GioVernment 
Scheme .

Houspn^.^  Conditions  regarding  housing  have  been  kept  under 
bb'selrvation.  Premises  considered  unfit  in  the  initial  survey,  which 
have  fallen  vacant  have  been  prevented  from  being  relet. 

blilk  Supply.  In  the  course  of  the  year  considerable  activity  has 
Keen  bnsplayed  in  regard  to  the  scheme  initiated  by  the  Ministrv 
of  Agriculture  for  sampling  milk  for  keeping  qualities.  Over  95^ 
samples  have  been  taken  and  the  results  show  a marked  improvement 
which  reflect  the  conditions  under  which  the  milk  is  produced. 
Fortnightly  visits  are  paid  to  all  farms  on  which  Milk  is  produced 
for  human  consuuption.  Structural  and  Sanitary  improvements  have 
been  effected  to  cow  sheds  to  meet  the  standard  set  by  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  Order.
